other cases of epilepsy. Sometimes 
a patient can observe his diet care- 
fully and find a particular food to 
which he is sensitive.

By eliminating these causes, we 


can definitely cure some cases of 
epilepsy. But those which do not 
respond to such remedies are called 
ideopathic epilepsy, meaning they 
are primary diseases and not sec- 
ondary to skull fracture, etc.

such case of epilepsy, and in the 
final analysis we may be able to 
cure them all.

There is one point of interest in

If West, 
the opening bidder, could not bring 
himself to double, how could East, 
who held nothing resembling a sure 
trick? Inasmuch as West's pass to 
six hearts was very much in the na- 
ture of a forcing pass, asking East 
whether he could defeat the con- 
tract, and if not, to go on and sac- 
rifice, it goes without saying that 
East should either have made the 
sacrifice bid of seven clubs or, if he 
felt that this would be too expen- 
sive and that there might be 
a 


chance to beat the slarn, he should 
merely and meekly have passed, re- 
fusing to observe his partner's re- 
quest in this particular situation. As 
a matter of fact, a seven club bid 
would have gotten off very cheaply, 
losing only one spade and two dia- 
mond tricks. The 500 point penalty 
would have been considerably bet- 
ter than presenting 
North-South 


with the 1,520 points they made 
through the redouble (500 points for 
the slam, 720 points below the line, 
and 300 points equity value for the 
first game.)

PEACTICE ON THE PREDATOBY 


It's * Double Service 


By Buell Patterson 


O 


NE of the regular cries of con- 
servationists is to protect 'our 
game and game birds and our 


natural resources from the preda- 
tory birds and animals. 
Hunters 


this fall can do double duty by 
knocking off some of the birds 
which prey on small game and wild 
fowl. They will be getting in some 
excellent shooting practice 
while 


cutting down the pests. 


It takes plenty of skill to bag 


a crow and crows can be the tar- 
gets for duck hunters and those out 
after pheasant and partridge. There 
are times when the 
ducks just 


aren't moving at all and when the 
hunter is idle. Let him hie to the 
fields where the crows are feeding 
and knock over some of the black 
rascals. 


Crows are far from easy to ap- 


proach and require a definite tech- 
nique if they are to be victimized. 
They have a scouting system which 
would do service in any army and 
have an uncanny faculty of spot- 
ting foes long before they come 
within gun range. 


Many take this faculty of guard- 


ing against enemies into considera- 
tion and take 
advantage of the 


crows by putting out a decoy stuf- 
fed hawk or owl. The crows flock 
around to attack their natural ene- 
my and in their fierce onslaught are 
less likely to take wing and go plac- 
es where they can't be shot down. 


Out after rabbits the hunter many 


times will come upon a woodchuck 
subway system. It requires a good- 
ly amount of patience to get a pot 
shot at one of the underground citi- 
zens but hiding behind a protective 
stump or lying in a cover of bru 
may be the tactics which will fool 
Mr. Woodchuck. 


The woodchucks are not in dan- 


ger of being exterminated but when 
one is killed it means that gardens 
and vegetables are going to be more 
plentiful. 


Certain of the hawks have merit 


as they do more good than harm 
but decimating their ranks is a ben- 
efit to song birds, game birds, and 
small game that is a worthwhile ac- 
tivity 


Owls come under the head of 


predatory birds, too. They aren't 
easy for the novice to spot but here 
again patience and study may make 
possible their location and eventual 
bagging. Trophies in the form of 
predatory birds or animals will be 
evidence of good conservation work

Reno—There has been a decline in the divorce industry in Reno since 


the banner year of .1931, when Nevada met a challenge from Arkansas by 
reducing from three months to six weeks the period required for the es- 
tablishmenet of a legal residence. Nevada pioneered the field under an 
old law requiring a Tesidence of six months, and was doing a fine busi- 
ness, rich in economic butter-fat, when the best minds 
of the hotel trade, retail, business and the legislature 
decided that a reduction to three months would in- 
crease the volume without reducing to an injurious 
degree the quality of the clientele. 


Arkansas then designed a stock-model decree and, 


under a three-months law adopted for the purpose, 
attempted to divert from Nevada the business from 
the Mississippi valley and the east with the benefit 
of a freight differential, as you might say. 


This divorce trade is almost entirely interstate 


commerce, and if Arkansas had been a private cor- 
poration the federal government might have found a 
law somewhere to protect Nevada's rights.
